Seen Modernized 
For *6 0s, Designed 
To Increase Income 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
President Kennedy is reported 
ready to lau nch a new farm pro­ 
gram. “modernized for the 1960s” 
and aimed at increasing farm in­ 
come. 
He went ov er the details in a 
three-hou r session late Thu rsday 
with Secretary of Agricu ltu re Or­ 
v ille L. Freeman and key adv is­ 
ers at the v acation >\hite Hou se. 
Freeman said the program now 
has the “general approv al” of the 
President, who will annou nce it in 
a special agricu ltu re message to 
Congress. 
And, he added, it also will b e 
inclu ded in Kennedy’s State of the 
Union Message, which is b eing 
ironed ou t in daily sessions with 
\Miite Hou se adv isers. 
Freeman made a flying v isit 
from snowy Washington to Palm 
Beach to tackle farm prob lems 
with Kennedy. 
As he b oarded an Air Force jet 
plane to retu rn Home Thu rsday 
night, the secretary of agricu ltu re 
reported the new farm program 
“will make u se of ou r ab u ndance 
and 
will 
strengthen 
farm 
in­ 
comes.” 
It will seek “an ov er-all b alance 
to make u se of ou r ab u ndance,” 
he told reporters. 
Kennedy was keeping his adv is­ 
ers b u sy here as he mixed work 
on a v ariety of reports to Con­ 
gress with relaxation and v isits to 
his ailii^ father in the hospital.

prepared by American Iro n and Steel Insti­ 
tute is unk no wn. But o ne gro up o f co nclusio ns 
in a study just published by the institute 
sho uld interest ev erybo dy who se liv eliho o d 
co mes o ut o f the steel industry 
Emplo yment in the industry, the study 
po ints o ut, is no t relativ e to ho urs wo rk ed 
but to o rders receiv ed. When business is go o d, 
emplo yment is go o d. When business is bad, 
emplo yment is bad and wo uld be made no 
better by a sho rtened wo rk week . 
In the same line o f presen ratio n, the 
study po ints o ut that techno lo gical change 
is no t to blame fo r unemplo yment amo ng 
steelwo rk ers. The o nly purpo se o f techno lo ­ 
gical change is to sell steel in co mpetitio n 
with o ther steel suppliers and suppliers o f 
o ther material. The co nsequence o f blo ck ­ 
ing techno lo gical change is to mak e it mo re 
difficult to sell &*eel and harder to emplo y 
peo ple. 
Since it is the usual practice to reassign 
wo rk ers affected by techno lo gical change, 
the main cause o f their inability to find 
wo rk is no t the change but lack o f o rders 
fo r steel pro ductio n. 


Steel, the stijdy po ints o ut. is sensitiv e 
to 
cyclical 
changes 
in 
business. 
These 
changes hav e o bscured the fact that steel em­ 
plo yment has been in fair pro po rtio n to man­ 
ufacturing as a who le, if all emplo yes arc 
tak en into acco unt. Fo r instance, there are 
mo re white co llar jo bs in steel than there 
used to be ■— but these wo rk ers, to o , are 
st^lw o rk ers. 


No steelwo rk er co uld read the Ameri­ 


can Iro n nd Steel Institute study wdtho ut 
wo ndering abo ut his perso nal ro le in main­ 
taining the steel industry’s co mpetitiv e po si­ 
tio n. In steel, as in o ther industries, this re­ 
mains the last eco no mic fro ntier — the po s­ 
sibility o f co o rdinating all elements o f enter­ 
prise fo r the purpo se o f attaining a hi ^ 
co mpetitiv e lev el — management, pro duc­ 
tio n wo rk ers, o ffice wo rk ers and sto ck ho ld­ 
ers 
In the few places wbere it has been do ne, 
the results hav e been near-miraculo us. In 
the many places where it hasn’t ev en been 
serio usly co nsidered yet, the results threaten 
to be near-disastro us. 


Sa fely First 


The injury suffered by a railro ad engineer 
when struck by a pellet fro m an air rifle 
serv es as a fo rceful reminder o f the need 
fo r extreme care in the use o f guns. 
Carelessness o ften results in injury either 
to the gun-wo elder o r to an inno cent by­ 
stander. 
As Game Pro ctecto r R, L. Lidc po inted 
o ut in his week ly co lumn in The Rev iew-, a 
parent’s respo nsibility do es no t end with 
the purchase o f a gun fo r a yo ungster. It is 
also the respo nsibility o f the parents to sec 
that the yo ungster receiv es instructio ns in 
the safe handling o f the weapo n. 
The game pro tecto r reco mmends the Sa­ 
lem Hunting Club co urse in hunter safety. 
Regardless o f its o rigin, a safety co urse 
sho uld be a must fo r any perso n—yo ungs'er 
o r adult—who has just co me into po ssessio n 
o f a gun.

nedy’s a mo re frightening co re o f 
danger. 


At ho me Eisenlio wer had to 
co ntend with Sen. Jo seph McCar­ 
thy and. o v erseas, with the Ko ­ 
rean War. As a result o f bo th 
the co untry was frustrated, to rn 
apart, full o f suspicio n. 


That who le year was a badly 
tro ubled o ne fo r the new Presi­ 
dent. 


Kainedy, in his first year, has 
had co mparativ ely a mild time 
o f it at ho me. The extreme right­ 
wingers were his o nly McCarthy- 
lik e pro blem. .And so far they’v e 
been just a petty anno yance. 
But o v erseas, while he had no 
Ko rean War to settle, he had to 
face a situatio n far mo re subtly 
perilo us than Eisenho wer enco un­ 
tered 


When the latter became Presi­ 
dent in 1953 the United States, 
with it* hydro gen bo mb, was still 
ttie mo st po w'erful natio n. The 
Russians made tro uble but no t 
eno ugh to risk a war. 


They didn’t hav e their first hy­ 
dro gen blast until .August, 1953. 
By the time Kennedy mo v ed in 
this year, they no t o nly had hy­ 
dro gen bo mbs but the missiles to 
deliv er them. 
Thus the who le Amencan-Rus- 
sian relatio nship was different fo r 
Kennedy. War, death and annihi­ 
latio n no w had 
an immediacy 
o nly imagined when Eisenho wer 
to o k o v er the White Ho use. 
Eisenho wer ev en go t a tempo ­ 
rary relief fro m Russian pressure 
—with Stalin’s death in March. 
1953—when the Kremlin leaders 
became 
mo re 
co ncerned 
with 
themselv es than with the Ameri­ 
can President. 
It was the o ppo site fo r Kennedy, 
as a result o f Stalin’s death. By 
the time he to o k o ffice Premier 
Khrushchev was the new, un­ 
challenged. and extremely self- 
co nfident Russian bo ss. 
There was ano ther difference, 
to o . 
The o ld-fashio ned Stalin, while 
he liv ed, relied mo re o n muscle 
than he did o n pro paganda o r 
persuasiv eness. He pushed o nly 
where he tho ught he had a quick 
chance fo r gain, as in Ko rea and 
the Berlin blo ck ade. 
So the heat fro m co mmunism 
was limited fo r Eisenho wer. It* 
real effo rt at the time, aside fro m 
the fighting against the French 
in Indo -duna. was co ncentrated 
ui Ko rea. 
The mo re imaginativ e Khrush­ 
chev , able to feel mo re crnifi tent 
than Stalls becausa o f tea bo mba 


and missiles, is po k ing at Kennedy 
aro und the wwld with pro pagan­ 
da. trade, aid, militant lo cal Co m­ 
munists. 


Thrmigh all this bo th Kennedy 
and Ei&enho wer hav e exhibited 
o ne trait in co mmo n; A well-co n­ 
tro lled restraint, a no n-belliger- 
ncy, in dealing with their ad­ 
v ersaries at ho me and o v erseas. 
Thus, instead o f starting fires 
o r adding to them thro ugh emo ­ 
tio n, lack o f self-discipline o r im­ 
maturity. they hav e tried to k eep 
the o nes created fo r ttiem under 
co ntro l.

The do ctrine co uld be extended 
to co v er tax exemptio ns, to o , and 
any priv ate club which engages 
in discriminatio n co uld, under pen­ 
alty o f lo sing its tax priv ilege, 
be c o e rc í into o pening its do o rs 
to all candidates. 


THE PROPOSED executiv e o r­ 
der, which is co nfined largely to 
new ho using, also co uld affect in­ 
directly many priv ate mo rtgages. 
The same ÜPI dispatrfi, quo ted 
abo v e, adds: 
“Whether the o rder sho uld also 
ban discriminatio n in the mak ing 
o f ho me lo ans by federally regu­ 
lated bank s and sav ings and lo an 
asso ciatio ns has no t b e e n de­ 
cided by the WTiite Ho use. Failure 
to reso lv e that questio n was said 
to be a seco ndary reaso n the 
President has po stpo ned issuance 
o f the o rder.” 
One wo uld think these are ques­ 
tio ns fo r the peo ple’s representa­ 
tiv es in Co ngress to decide, and 
that law mak ing is still a func­ 
tio n o f the Senate and the Ho use 
but no wadays an “executiv e o r­ 
der” seems to be sv mo nymo us 
with “decree” o r “edict.” Maybe 
it’s because to o many co ngress­ 
men are also fearful o f po litical 
co nsequences if they beco me in­ 
v o lv ed in v o ting o n such issues, 
and they prefer to hav e the ad­ 
ministratio n act o n its o wn. “Ho n­

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Steelworkers And Unemployment 


A n d They Lived H appily Ever After? 


Whether steelworkers pay attention to 
background information on their industry 
prepared by American Iron and Steel Insti­ 
tute is unknown. But one group of conclusions 
in a study just published by the institute 
should interest everybody whose livelihood 
comes out of the steel industry 
Employment in the industry, the study 
points out, is not relative to hours worked 
but to orders received. When business is good, 
employment is good. When business is bad, 
employment is bad and would be made no 
better by a shortened work week 
In the same line of presentation, the 
study points out that technological change 
is not to blame for unemployment among 
steelworkers. The only purpose of technolo­ 
gical change is to sell steel in competition 
with other steel suppliers and suppliers of 
other material. The consequence of block­ 
ing technological change is to make it more 
difficult to sell s4eel and harder to employ 
people. 
Since it is the usual practice to reassign 
workers affected by technological change, 
the main cause of their inability to find 
work is not the change but lack of orders 
for steel production. 
Steel, the study points out, is sensitive 
to cyclical 
changes 
in 
business. 
These 
changes have obscured the fact that steel em­ 
ployment has been in fair proportion to man­ 
ufacturing as a whole, if all employes are 
taken into account. For instance, there are 
more white collar jobs in steel than there 
used to be — but these workers, too. are 
steelworkers. 
No steelworker could read the Ameri­ 


can Iron od Steel Institute study without 
wondering about his personal role in main­ 
taining the steel industry’s competitive posi­ 
tion. In steel, as in other industries, this re­ 
mains the last economic frontier — the pos­ 
sibility of coordinating all elements of enter­ 
prise for the purpose of attaining a high 
competitive level — management, produc­ 
tion workers, office workers and stockhold­ 
ers 
In the few places where it has been done, 
the results have been near-miraculous 
In 
the many places where it hasn’t even been 
seriously considered yet, the results threaten 
to be near-disastrous. 


Safety First 


The injury suffered by a railroad engineer 
when struck by a pellet from an air rifle 
serves as a forceful reminder of the need 
for extreme care in the use of guns. 
Carelessness often results in injury either 
to the gun-wielder or to an innocent by­ 
stander. 
As Game Proctector R. L. bide pointed 
out in his weekly column in The Review-, a 
parents responsibility does not end with 
the purchase of a gun for a youngster. It is 
also the responsibility of the parents to see 
that the youngster receives instructions in 
the safe handling of the weapon. 
The game protector recommends the Sa­ 
lem Hunting Club course in hunter safety. 
Regardless of its origin, a safety course 
should be a must for any person—youngs'cr 
or adult—who has just come into possession 
of a gun.

At home Eisenhower had to 
contend with Sen. Joseph McCar­ 
thy and, overseas, with the Ko­ 
rean War. As a result of both 
the country was frustrated, tom 
apart, full of suspicion. 
That whole year was a badly 
troubled one for the new Presi­ 
dent. 
Kennedy, in his first year, has 
had comparatively a mild time 
of it at home. The extreme right­ 
wingers were his only McCarthy- 
like problem. And so far they’ve 
been just a petty annoyance. 
But overseas, while he had no 
Korean War to settle, he had to 
face a situation far more subtly 
perilous than Eisenhower encoun­ 
tered 
When the latter became Presi­ 
dent rn 1953 the United States. 
with its hydrogen bomb, was still 
tile most powerful nation. The 
Russians made trouble but not 
enough to risk a war. 
They didn't have their first hy­ 
drogen blast until August, 1953. 
By the time Kennedy moved in 
this year, they not only had hy­ 
drogen bombs but the missiles to 
deliver them 
Thus the whole Amencan-Rus-

Eisenhower even got a tempo 
rary relief from Russian pressure 
—with Stalin's death in March, 
1953—when the Kremlin leaders

It was the opposite for Kennedy, 
as a result of Stalin’s death. By 
the time he took office Premier 
Khrushchev was the new, un­ 
challenged. aud extremely self­ 
confident Russian boss. 
There was another difference, 
too. 
The old-fashioned Stalin, w’hile 
he lived, relied more on muscle 
than he did on propaganda or 
persuasiveness 
He pushed only 
where he thought he had a quick 
chance for gain, as in Korea and 
the Berlin blockade. 
So the heat from communism 
was limited for Eisenhower. Its 
real effort at the time. aside from 
the fighting against the French 
in Irdo-Ouna, was concentrated 
in Korea 
The more imaginative Khrush­ 
chev, able to feel more confident 
than Stalin because d bu bombe 


and missiles, is poking at Kennedy 
around the world with propagan­ 
da. trade, aid. militant local Com­ 
munists. 
Through all this both Kennedy 
and Eisenhower have exhibited 
one trait in common: A well-con­ 
trolled restraint, a non-belliger- 
ncy, in dealing with their ad­ 
versaries at home and overseas. 
Thus, instead of starting fires 
or adding to them through emo­ 
tion. lack of self-discipline or im­ 
maturity, they have tried to keep 
the ones created for them under 
control. 
Of die two men Kennedy seems 
more the master in his own 
house. The outstanding example 
is in the conduct of foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Kennedy does 
the 
important 
talking for his administration on 
foreign policy 
His secretary of 
state, Dean Rusk 
acts as his 
technician and adviser but says 
little.

Chief 
reason the President is postpon­ 
ing the order is that it would 
antagonize Southern Democrats in 
Congress whose votes he sorely 
needs in Hie coming session. 
“ Defection of Southern Demo­ 
crats could wipe

and ta riff cutting bills. One Capitol 
Hill observer explained that with 
many Southern Democrats more 
conservative than Mr. Kennedy 
and reluctant about his legislative 
program, his issuance of an anti­ 
discrimination executive o r d e r 
would be ‘just like waving a red 
flag in front of them. The White 
House just isn’t in a position to 
alienate anybody.’ ” 
This is a tragic emphasis on 
elements that sometimes govern 
decisions on the so-called jwlitical 
front. It seems incredible that 
there should be such reasoning, 
and even more incredible that it 
should be so frankly avowed. 
It would be easier to believe 
that the postponement of the or­ 
der was not prompted by any 
such motive but stemmed pos­ 
sibly from the fear by some of 
the building and construction j>eo- 
ple ,hat its issuance could slow 
up recovery in that field of the 
economy. 
Materia! considerations are often 
more persuasive than adherence 
to principle or conviction when 
controversial questions are up for 
settlement in the inner precincts 
of government but it is surpris­ 
ing to find high officials hesitant 
to issue an order on the subject 
of racial discrimination when such 
ardent support has been given in 
recent months by the administra­ 
tion to the “civil rights" agitators.

CERTAINLY if the federal gov. 
emment really has authority to 
take action under the so-called

tions are worthy of fulfillment, 
whether in a year of congress­ 
ional elections or in the months 
immediately afterward.

litical maneuver. 
The federal order being dis­ 
cussed has no specific authoriza­ 
tion in law. but it is based on 
Hie broad theory that the federal 
government can withhold support 
from any building operation for 
which it would normally spend or 
lend money if there is any racial 
or 
religious 
discnminai-m 
in­ 
volved. 
The federal authority is being 
interpreted to mean also that fed­ 
eral commitments to guarantee 
mortgages can be cancelled if a 
builder in a new development re­ 
fuses to accept the bid of a 
Negro to buy a house. 
The doctrine could be extended 
to cover tax exemptions, too, and 
any private club which engages 
in discrimination could, under pen­ 
alty of losing its tax privilege, 
be coerced into opening its doors 
to all candidates. 


THE PROPOSED executive or­ 
der, which is confined largely to 
new housing, also could affect in­ 
directly many private mortgages. 
The same UPI dispatch, quoted 
above, adds: 
“Whether the order should also 
ban discrimination in the making 
of home loans by federally regu­ 
lated banks and savings and loan 
associations has not b e e n de­ 
cided by the White House. Failure 
to resolve that question was said 
to be a secondary reason the 
President has postponed issuance 
of the order." 
One would think these are ques­ 
tions for the people's representa­ 
tives in Congress to decide, and 
that law making is still a func­ 
tion of the Senate and the House 
but nowadays an "executive or­ 
der" seems to be synonymous 
with “decree” or "edict.” Maybe 
it’s tecause too many congress­ 
men ire also fearful of political 
consequences if they become in­ 
volved in voting on such issues, 
and they prefer to have the ad­ 
ministration act on its own. “Hon

In fact, alter­ 
nating nasal obstruction is nor­ 
mal. The scroll-shaped masses of 
nasal tissue (turbinates) on one 
side are commonly more con­ 
gested than the turbinates of the 
other and this allows a greater 
amount of air to go through the 
more open aide. From time to 
time, perhaps every 15 minutes 
to two or three hours, the turbi­ 
nates on the congested side be­ 
come smaller and the nasal 
passage opens up. while at the 
■ame time the turbinates on the 
other side become congested end 
more or less close up the passage­ 
way. Nose drops are only rarely 
helpful and may even perpetuate 
nasal obstruction. It is certainly 
not wise to habitually use nose 
drops.

The former First Lady, in fail­ 
ing health for more than a month, 
died Thurstlay night on the 105th 
anniversary 
of

birth. 
She was stricken with a respira­ 
tory ailment Thank.sgivmg night, 
and never regained her strength, 
her physician said He said she 
also had suffered from a heart 
ailment for years. 
Her condition worsened 1'hiirs- 
day, then became critical during 
the afterniwn. She died of ‘‘hyper­ 
tensive heart disease with con- 
ge.stive failure,” the dfH-tnr said 
Two nieces, Mrs. .lames Powell 
of New York and Mrs. John Moel-: 
ing of Chicago, were at her bed­ 
side when death came at 10:45 
p.m. 
Mrs. Wilson married the Presi­ 
dent Dec. 18, 1915, when he was 
serving his first term. She was 
with him constantly after that, 
screened hi.s callers and studied 
his papers after he suffered a 
stroke in 1919, and nursed him 
dunng his last years at the S 
Street house. The home was a 
gift from the President to Mrs. 
Wilson. 
She was to have dedicated the 
new Woodrow Wilson bridge that 
crosses the Potomac River .south 
4f 
Washington, 
at 
ceremonies 
Thursday. Instead. 
Francis B 
Sayre Jr., son-in-law of ^Wilson, 
unveiled the dedication plaque. 
President Kennedy hailed Wil­ 
son on the anniversary of his 
birth as “ shaper of the first work 
ing plan for international cooper­ 
ation among all peoples of the 
world.” 
Controversy 
swirled 
around 
Mrs. Wilson after her husband's 
stroke in 1919 The President, in 
a vain attempt to br-at down Sen­ 
ate opposition to U.S. participa­ 
tion in the I^eague of Nations, un­ 
dertook a whistle-stop campaign 
across the nation. 
But he had to give up because 
of nervous exhaustion. He suf­ 
fered the stroke on hi.s return to 
the White House. 
Thu.s began what critic.s called 
“ Mra. 
Wilson’s regency. 
She 
called it "my stewardship.” 
“ I studied every paper sent 
from the different secretaries or 
senators and tried to digest and 
present in tabloid form the things 
that, despite my vigilance, had to 
go to the President.” she wrote 
in a book entitled “ My Memoir,” 
But she added; “ I, myself, nev­ 
er made a single decision regard­ 
ing the disposition of public af­ 
fairs. The only decision that was 
mine wag what was important 
and what was not, and the very 
important decision of when to 
present matters to my hu.sband.” 
Wilson was a widower—his first 
wife died in 1914-—and Mrs. Wil­ 
son a widow when (hey met in 
1915. Her first hu.sband was Nor­ 
man Galt, proprietor of a famous 
Washington jewelry store. Galt 
died in 1908 
She was Ixirn Fxlifh Bolling. Oct. 
15, 1872, in Uytheville, Va., of one 
of the South’s old families. One 
of her ancestors was said lo have 
been Pocahontas, the Irnlian prin­ 
cess who married John Rolfe.
